On the follewing Sunday, I preached in 
one of the Rev. Martin Walther’s congregations, in both 
languages, to numerous and attentive congregations: On the 
succeeding Sunday, I preached in two congregations in the 
_ neighborhood of New Market, in the forenoen in Solomon’s,. 
and in the afternoon in Rater’s churches. On Monday I 
visited the Rev. Samuel Schmucker,. where I was treated. 
with brotherly love and kindness: I have reason to believe 
that he labers with much blessing in his congregations.. 
From there I travelled to Pendleten county, te my former 
congregations, who received me with j joy ; I preached among: 
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them, and in one congregation Ls confirmed eleven chilareis 
and administered the Lord’s. Supper to 51 communicants. 
The Rev. Wm. Riemenshnider has two congregations in this. 
neighborhood ; some of his people were, however, displea- : 
sed with him because he inclines to connect himself with 
the Tennessee confederation. The Rev. Van der Shlott, a 

reformed minister, has also two congregations, among whom 
he labors with great applause and evident blessing: two oth- 
er congregations are without a minister, and begged with 
sighs and tears, that we would not forgetthem. Itravelled _ 
about 1000 miles, preached 26 times, baptised 14 children, 
confirmed 14, administered the Sacrament to 51, and buried 
2. On my journey I received 50 dollars ; and, as I travel- 
led ‘with my family, to visit my father-in-law, 1 spent 42 


dollars and 50 cents. 


8. The Rev. Wm. Jenkive reports, ** According to the res- 
olution of the last Synod, I preached in the Rev. Mr. Sho- 
ber’s congregations during his absence in Pennsylvania, and, 
as I believe, with applause and blessing. In September, I 
travelled to the Lutheran congregations on Duck River, in 
Tennessee ; they received me with joy, and have, until now, 
treated me very lovingly, and with christian-like charity. 
With much pleasure I preached in these two congregations 
which were already formed, and I formed two others in the 
counties of Franklin and Lincola: There is a wide field 
open here for Lutheran ministers who preach Christ and 
him crucified, and who follow him as their grand pattern: 


the desire after such preachers is on the increase—from all 
parts I was invited to preach in court-houses and other pla- 


ces. There is a settlement on Taugunder river, neat Jack- 
son, where there are many Lutherans, who no doubt would 
rejoice if they could be visited and regularly attended to. 
«¢ The harvest is great, but the laborers are few ; therefore, 
let us pray to the Lord of the harvest to send out faithful 
laborers.” Since last Synod, I travelled 3000 miles, preached 
175'times, baptised 84 children and 7 adults ; also, 7 negroes, 


and received 24 persons as full members of our church. I 
preached also 8 funerals,

the means of grace; that he will be faithful and steadfast in 


- this doctrine ; ‘and as far as the Lord gives him grace, lead 


the souls only to Jesus, and through him into his kingdom 
as redeemed sinners, I gave him licence to perform all min- 
isterial functions to the first of May next, dated June 6, 1825.
